‘The regular company 
at the Wells consists of very promising and rising 
talent, when we take into consideration Messrs 
Brooke, Warner, Evans, and several others; as 
for the female portion of the company, they have 
become such public favourites it is almost unne- 
cessary to name them, when we include Mes- 
dames Marriott, Warner, Minnie Davis, Edgar, 
and a host of others. 


Tueatre Royan, Epinavreu.—Mr and. Mrs4 
Wigan are the reigning stars here at present. 
Taking into consideration the great strain upon 
the financial resources of the citizens durivg the 
run of the pantomime and the Italian opera, the 
attendance has been much better than could have 
been anticipated. It is therefore devoutly to be 
hoped that the engagement of Mr and Mrs’ Wigan 
May prove a lucrative one. They have not Visited 
this city together for ten years, so that they come 
with a freshness upon many who had not then 
come to man’s estate. Mrs Wigan used to be 
favourably known here in her early years, 
when as Miss Pincott she formed one of 
Mr Murray’s Corps Dramatique. Although 
hen giving much promise of future excel- 
ence, she has exceeded the most sanguine 
xpectations of the playgoers of that time. She 
38 Dow a most accomplished and attractive actress. 
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“Her Madame Bonbon in the Poor Vobleman is a 
most finished piece of comedy acting of the best 
school. Mr Wigan is very good in the character 
of the Poor’ Nobleman, but his great achievementis

To Sir William Boothby, bart., very much 
her senior in years, she was shortly afterwards 
united, and again withdrawn from the stage. 
The old beau however, did not {long enjoy his 
charming young widow. About a year after 
her second marriage he died. The income 
she was entitled to by her marriage settlement, 
not being sufficient for all the family claims 
she had on her, she soon again returned to the 
stage, and was warmly received at Drury 
Lane, and the Haymarket, under the old name 
of Mrs Nisbett. _ Ill, health, induced probably 
by habits of intemperance—this was the rock 
this beautiful creature split on—compelled her 
to retite. She resided at St Leonard’s.. She 
built a cottage—or rather a ‘mansion—called 
Rougemont, from its elevated sityation, and 
the profusion of red roses that grew about it. 
In this elegant retreat she died peacefully, in 
her forty-eighth year, attended to the last by 
ber old mother, Mrs Machnamata, to whom she 
had ever shown more than a daughter’s 
duty. 

In person she was aboye the medium height, 
in form grace itself; in domplexion a brunette, 
with a slightly “retrouss¢é nose. She would 
have looked Eyypt’s Voluptuous Queen, 
Cleopatra, to the life, and no donbt would have 
played it well, had the character been offered 
to her.

Hbw much better would it 
be for the public morality if the managements 
of more of oar London theatres were to follow 
this praiseworthy example, and produce some 
of the fine,old, dramas,, tragedies, and. stirling 
comedies of the old school of poets and_play- 
wrighte, All seem to.own the fineness of the 
conceptions and the delicacy of touch and finish 
of Shakspere’s plays, and complain’ that were 
they to produce them no“ andienee’ would care 
to set them out, and the bouse would have to 
be closed as the inevitable result. The sensa- 
tiopal bas now a place at almost every house, 
and are pightly, full.

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THE EARLY DRAMATISTS.—VII. 


THOMAS KYD. 


Kyp, contemporary of, Shakspere and the 
great geniuses of the: latter half of the 16th 
century, wrote many tragedies, but one only is 
worthy of notice —Zieronimo, or Jeronimo, 
produced in 1588. Some years afterwards, he 
composed a second part to it, which went 
through more editions than any play of the 
lime. It was pevixed, with the, subjoined ad- 
ditions in 160k. . These, new scenes are said by 
Chas. Lamb to be ‘(the very salt ‘of the ‘old 
play ;’’ he attributes them to: Webster, or some 
more potent spirit than Ben Jonson, their! repu- 
ted author. The second part is bhtitled The 
Spanish Tragedy, or Hieronino is’ Mad again } 
it is valuable for one scene only, the scene sup- 
posed to hase been interpolated by a. later 
hand, assuredly. Jonson, as a discovery has 
been made at Dulwich College that two pay- 
ments were made to him by the Theatre, for 
additions to ‘the ‘tragedy. Hieronimo, whose 
son has been’murden:d, goes mad and ‘withes a 
painter to represent the’ final ‘cataatrophe’ on 
canvas. He finds that the “artist. is suffering 
under a bereavement similar to his own; — 

Enter. Painter, 

Painter, —God bless, you, , A 

Hier.—Wherefore ? why, thou ‘scornful villain 
How, where, or by what means should I be blest? 

Jsab.—What would you have, good fellow ? 

Paint.—Justice, madam. 

Hier.—O! ambitious fellow, wouldst thou have that 
That tives not in the world? 

Why all the andélvéd mines cannot’ buy 

An ounce of justice ; ’tis a jewel 'so-inestimable. 

I tell thee God hath engross'd'alh justice in his hand, 

And there is none but what/comes from him. 
Paint.—Oh! then I see that God must right me 

for my murdered son. «| 

Hier.—How.!, was thy,son murder’d ? 
Paint.—Ay, sir; no-man did hold a son so dear. 
Hier, —What ! not as thine ? ‘That's a lie 

As massy as the earth! , I had.a son, 

Whose least unvalued hair did weigh 

A thousand of thy son’s! and he was’ murdered! 
Paint.—Alas! sir; I had no more than he, 

Hier.—Nor I, nor sa but this same-one of’ mine 
Was worth a legion, 

The nature and simplicity of this scene is 
worth all the ambitious, imagery and rhetorical 
otnaments which ‘modern authors Of the 
Knowles and Lytton school have lavished upon 
their dramas. 

Kyd gets the credit of this scene, perhaps 
undeservedly, since he, like Marlow, too, often |, 
verges upon bombeal, and awe large in blood 
and death.

JOHN PRITT HARLEY,

agement. He was born in 1790 in the parish

of St. Martin’s. His father wasa silk-mercer. 
John, after his schooling, was placed with a 
linen draper. He soon became acquainted 
with Oxberry, who was his constant companion. 
He now imbibed a taste for the stage, but on 
Oxberry’s departure, it decreased, and he 
entered a lawyer’ s office as clerk, but this was 
only a temporary, step, 

In 1807 he joined Jerrold’s company at 
Cranbrook, in Kent, and Trotter’s at Southend. 
Fancy, good theatres i in such towns now-a-days ! 
He played afterwards at York, Brighton, and 
Worthing, wheré he became intimate | with 
Kelley, who recommended, him to Arnold. 
as Marcelli in the 


in the. Boarding ZHouse.. He also played 
Mingle,’ Leatherhead, Rattle, and Pedrillo. 
At D.L. he appeared as Lissardo (Wonder), 
ove of his best parts, and seldom played elge- 
where. Phantom (Frightened to Death), Popo- 
lino (Sleeping Draught), Bottom, Dr. Pangloss, 
Ollapod, Edward (Jaunted Tower), Caleb 
Quotem, Gimbo ([Uustrjous Stranger), Meddle, 
Karl, and a host of other characters he was in 
the habit of assuming. He was inferior to his 
old friends, Munden and Bannister, Fawcett or 
Lovegrove, in comedy, but in farces, drama, 


and. burlesque be was admirable. 


Heyis said to have been hypochondriacal off 
the stage, He was certainly highly popular 
with the public, ready to serve the interests of 
the theatre, never happy but when there, 
enjoyed .acting immensely, and. always sorry 
when the play was over; obliging to his 
brother actors, and never known to say a 
harsh word of any one, save towards his decline, 
when he was heard to remark after seeing all 
his crack parts falling into other hands and 
other favourites—Compton, Buckstone, Wright, 
and Widdicomb—taking’ his place with the 
public: It’s: rather hard to have people 
pick your brains, and take the bread out of your 
mouth too!”

BerA, the well-known (and, I may add, with- 
out fear of contradiction, the best) contributor to 
the Journal, has, with much earnestness and 
consistency, advocated purity of ethics in the 
drama, and denounced with severity the sordi¢- 
ness of the managers who pander to tbe corrupt 
taste of the milliov. I believe I have not been 
backward in thrusting forward my own views 
with respect to the great and good influeuce high 
art has on the public morals, and how essential 
I deem it that theatres should elevate not 
lower the minds of their frequenters, 

Amidst the chaotic mass of sensation domesti- 
cism and burlesque, in these degenerate times, 
it may not be uuprofitable to mark the pleasant 
exceptions when the Bard’s plays have cropped 
up, like oases in the desert, to gladden the heart 
of those who love the noble avd the good. ‘To 
that end I will (from memory) recal the names 
of those managers who have done their duty 
as faithful stewards to their lords—the public, 
as well as those less enterprising caterers who 
have merely put on a Shaksperian play from 
time to time for some speci:] purpose. 

We wou’t say much about Bunn; Bunn hated 
Shakspere, Bunn was an upstart and a snob. 
At the head of the list stands the great Macrea- 
dy ; needless to recapitulate all that he did for 
the cause ; the revivals (amongst other plays) of 
King John, Cymbeline, Winter’s Tale, The Two 
Genilemen of Verona, Tempest, and Henry V. at 
Drury Lane were the most notewortby for their 
novelty in those days. They were produced 
from the text of Shbakspere and powerfully cast, 

Madame Vestris gave us the Midsummer 
Night’s Dream, Tempest, Merry Wives, and Love's 
Labours Lost, all lavishly mounted at Covent 
Garden. 

M. Laurent then produced in very shabby 
style Henry JV. (with Hackett and H. Betty), 
Othello, Hamlet, and Macbeth (Lady Macbeth, 
Miss Vandenhoff; Iago, Vandenhoff), at Covent 
Garden. ‘Tbe season was remarkably short. 

Mr Phelps then ruled Sadler’s Wells, and Mr 
©. Kean at the Princess’s ; to the former we are 
indebted for the production of pieces that had not 
‘seen the light for very many years, viz :—Antony 
and Cleopatra and Measure for Measure (tor Miss 
Glyn), Al’s Well that ends Well (rarely played 
since Jack Bannister enacted Parolles), Comedy of 
Errors, Pericles, Henry IV., part 2 (in which 


Phelps doubled Henry L1V.and Suallow—the latter 
ove of his best studies), Z’aming of the Shrew (in 





which he played Siy the tinker excellently), 
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Coriolanus, and Timon of Athens. The revival of 
this remarkable play proved very attractive. 
Amongst C. Kean’s elaborate revivals Richard II. 
and Twelfth Night should be mentioned as bearing 
the impress of novelty. King John, Henry IV., 
Vand V/J1.,Richard IIT, Lear, and many others 
will be remembered by thereader. Jew Maddox, 
before bim, did but little. 

Webster revived Taming of the Shrew, as it was 
supposed to have been acted before Elizabeth, 
with curtains and raised stage. The same 
manager has since occasionally condescended to 

ut on one of the Bard’s comedies, such as Much 
Ado (for Miss Kate Terry), &c. Buckstone also 
does that sort of thing on an emergency, for di! 
he not give us Romeo and Juliet, and As you like 
it, for a fortnight or more, when Mrs Scott 
Siddons played Juliet and Rosalind? Twelfth 
Night he used to announce, and does still in the 

rovinces; Why on earth doesn’t he do it in 
ndon ? 

It is difficult to preserve one’s temper in writing 
about the vile er sees taste that managers show, 
despite all that has been said in the high-class 
press (including, be it remembered, Tux Tueatri- 
CAL JOURNAL) on their delinquencies. 

Creswick at the Surrey, did not quite neglect 
Sbakspere (whom he greatly revered); the 
revival of Henry VJ., part 2, just before the 
theatre was burned, should not be forgotten. 
Miss Herbert at tte 8. James’s was not supported 
as she deserved. She produced Much Ado, and 
would have done more but the crass ignorance 
and stolid indifference of the public she could not 
fight against.

Bera, the well-known (and, I may add, with- 
out fear of contradiction, the best) contributor to 
the Journal, bas, with much earnestness and 
consistency, advocated purity of ethics in the 
drama, and denounced with severity the sordic- 
ness of the managers who pander to the corrupt 
taste of the million. I believe I have not been 
backward in thrusting forward my own views 
with respect to the great and good influence high 
art has on the public morals, and how essential 
I deem it that theatres should elevate not 
lower the minds of their frequenters, 

Amidst the chaotic mass of sensation domesti- 
cism and burlesque, in these degenerate times, 
it may not be uvprofitable to mark the pleasant 
exceptions when the Bard’s plays have cropped 
up, like oases in the desert, to gladden the heart 
of those who love the noble avd the good. ‘To 
that end I will (from memory) recal the pames 
of those managers who have done their duty 
as faithful stewards to their lords—the public, 
as well as those less enterprising caterers who 
have merely put on a Shaksperian play from 
time to time for some speci :] purpose. 

We wou’t say much about Bunn; Bunn hated 
Shakspere, Bunn was an upstart and a snob. 
At the head of the list stands the great Macrea- 
dy ; needless to recapitulate all that he did for 
the cause ; the revivals (amongst other plays) of 
King John, Cymbeline, Winter's Tale, The T vo 
Gentlemen of Verona, Tempest, and Henry V. at 
Drury Lane were the most noteworthy for their 
novelty in those days, They were produced 
from the text of Shakspere and powerfully cast, 

Madame Vestris gave us the Midsummer 
Night's Dream, Tempest, Merry Wives, and Love's 
Labours Lost, all lavishly mounted at Covent 
Garden, 

M. Laurent then produced in very shabby 
style Henry JV. (with Hackett and H. Betty), 
Othello, Hamlet, and Macbeth (Lady Macbeth, 
Miss Vandenboif; Iago, Vandenhoff), at Covent 
Garden. ‘Tbe season was remarkably short. 

Mr Phelps then ruled Sadler’s Wells, and Mr 
CO. Kean at the Princess’s ; to the former we are 
indebted for the production of pieces that bad not 
‘seen the light for very many years, viz :—Antony 
and Cleopatra and Measure for Measure (for Miss 
Glyn), All’s Well that ends Well (rarely played 
since Jack Bannister enacted Parolles), Comedy of 
Errors, Pericles, Henry IV., part 2 (in which 
Phelps doubled Henry 1V.and Suallow—the latter 
ove of his best studies), Z'aming of the Shrew (in 





which he played Siy the tinker excellently), 
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Coriolanus, and Timon of Athens. The revival of 
this remarkable play proved very attractive. 
Amongst C. Kean’s elaborate revivals Richard II. 
and T'welfth Night should be mentioned as bearing 
the impress of novelty. King John, Henry IV., 
V.and VlJ1.,Richard III, Lear, and many others 
will be remembered by thereader. Jew Maddox, 
before bim, did but little. 

Webster revived Taming of the Shrew, as it was 
supposed to have been acted before Elizabeth, 
with curtains and raised stage. The same 
manager has since occasionally condescended to 

ut on one of the Bard’s comedies, such as Much 
Ado (for Miss Kate Terry), &c. Buckstone also 
does that sort of thing on an emergency, for di! 
he not give us Romeo and Juliet, and As you like 
it, for a fortnight or more, when Mrs Scott 
Siddons played Juliet and Rosalind? Twelfth 
Night he used to announce, and does still in the 
provinces; Why on earth doesn’t he do it in 
London ? 

It is difficult to preserve one’s temper in writing 
about the vile depraved taste that managers show, 
despite all that fos been said in the high-class 
press (including, be it remembered, Tus Tuearri- 
CAL JoURNAL) on their delinquencies. 

Creswick at the Surrey, did not quite neglect 
Sbakspere (whom he greatly revered); the 
revival of Henry VJ., part 2, just before the 
theatre was burned, should not be forgotten. 
Miss Herbert at tte 8’. James’s was not supported 
as she deserved. She produced Much Ado, and 
would have done more but the crass ignorance 
and stolid indifference of the public she could not 
fight against.

Tur Harieguin’s Dagss.—The foundation, or 
grouudwork, of a barlequin’s dress. is. cut from 
the finest white cloth, manufactured exclusively at

elastic as the material of a stocking. The coloured 
diamonds are cut from the finest cloths of Brad- 
ford, and are sewn together with great nicety and 
in regular progression.
